In openfng hei- arRunieni, iho first 
.ipeaker of the affirmative, .Miss 
Wordçn of sccondiycar, declared that 
an honour course is one in which the 
student has the opportunity to study 
what he likes. 'Teoplo who have 
written the Ijest work have .ipcclnlizod" 
said the speaker. It is the aim of most 
students to do something with thelv 
couree after -they graduate. An honour 
course affords many opporlimilles 
for a definite career. Honour stu 
dents are much more in demand than 
general ceuree . students : as school 
teachers In • the upper grades. Alore"- 
ovcr the thorough knowledge the stu- 
dent shewe. in hi.i convepsa'tlon is 
more interesting than the smattering 
of knowledfre portrayed in the con 
yerssUon of a student taking the 
ordlBUT coume. "There 1* not time 
for everything" declared th« «pealcer. 
Four years i» to short a time to at- 
tempt to master even one subject. 

The first speaker of the negative, 
Miaa Mabon, pointed out that a 
general course is no "smattering of 
kntrwledge." /The.' freshman enters col- 
lege In a plastic state of mind. The 
general course enables him to retain 
this' state and to make him more 
IntereBtIng lo his associates. The 
first year must be a ppoparatory 
course. In the second year, the sftu- 
dein knows practically nothing of 
Psyoholog>', Economics etc. Can h>; 
begin honours in 'SUc^j^'Murses or mu.st 
he specialise In coursés has already 
taken, leaving little choice? "A uni- 
versity Is an Institution In whlcJ) 
Atudenls taking 'the general course 
I may g.ain new Idea.s. new facts and 
a new point of view."

Professor Waugh first sketched the 
history of t»uriiaincntif<- and jou-sl»,

worth Uieir while to beooni» expert 
equestrians and Jouslera. on account 
of the gain to be derived thereby 
Thi.s calls'*^ the sport to fall into dis- 
repute ainio.sl at once, iuid only by the 
application of «trlngent regulations 
was it restored to any semblance of 
popularity.

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THE HEART OF THE UNIVERSITY. 



. Speakin.sr at a dinner which was attended by a large number 
H under.er.ifluatc^ and professons of the Faculty of Arts, 
the principal of Queen's University referred at .some length to 
the value of an Arts education. He made it very clear to his 
audience that, in his opinion, the purpose of such an education 
.vas not to fit the student for making a living, but rather to fit 
him for living a life; and he further emphasised the idea that 
the Faculty of Arts was the logical centre of a uniNTîrsity. For 
while it is true that other faculties and schools can be taken 
iaway, it is inconceivable for a university to e.xist without its 
fArts Faculty. 

/^IS^f That such an opinion Should be held regarding the Arts 
Faculty is in no way derogatory to the rest of the university. 
The very fact that the Faculties of Medicine, Dentistry and 

, Law at McGill require an applicant for entrance to have spent 
some time in Arts shows the high esteem in which the general 
training is held. And when to this is added the fact that the 
Faculty of Applied Science is ])reparing to demand a higher 
standard of entrance, it is easily seen that the place of Arts is 
an indispensable one. 

If, then, the Faculty of Arts is admitted to be the heart of 
the university, what are the essential features of the training 

. which it .seeks to piveV For while it may be true, in a general 
Avay, that such a training does fit the. student for life, there 
must be, some rather more tangible advantages when we find 

/some nine hundred .students in a university of twenty-five hun- 

ri'dred registered in Arts. 

S There is no doubt that an Arts education gives to the undcr- 
^■gi aduate the opportunity for obtaining a wider knowledge of the 

thoughts and the doings of men in the present and the past. 

And such a breadth will undoubtedly tend to dispel the mists 

of ignorance that for centuries have been obscuring the vision 

of the mass of the people. 

i Then, too, in that it gives more time to the individual stu- 
dent to carry out his own plan of work, the Faculty of Arts efi- 
■■ courages the serious undergraduates to do some real research. 
While it is true that very little can be done to stimulate indivi- 
duality, it is al.^o true that "an ounce of individual thinking is 
, ivorth a pound of the thinking of others," so that anything that 
Islaôîie that will tend to induce students to work things out for 
nhemselves is worthwhile. 
• Another advantage that is given in Arts' because of the 
greater freedom of tho . aident is that of allowing him time for 
■• participation in a numlM/;- of college activities. Extra-mural ac- 
tivities have been decried in some quarters, and it is obvious 
tliat an excess of them will detract from the value of the course 
itself; but the ojjpurtunity that is presented in them for the 
development of executive ability and talent of various kinds is 
one ithat cannot be overlooked. 

It would see,--!!, therefore, that there is .some justification 
' for calling the Faculty of Arts "the heart of the University". 

And ill doing this we would not fail to recognise the superior 
lvalue of the other faculties for the provision of professional and 
technical education.

Turning- to the games' that were 
pltyed lo LlK- middle ages, Jie .^pc-ikcr 
pointed out lliat in tlieni are found 
the origins of most of the lyopular 
games of the presoiit day. Some time 
was taken up with the tracii-s" of th" 
evolul"on or tennis. It w;is fir.'-: play- 
ed with a ball composed of dc^'fj hair 
covered with leather, luid wa^ batf d 
with the liarc hand. Then gradually the 
ball was modified and the racquet was 
dcvfJopcd to suit' the' fancy ot "the 
players. .\ further development of the 
game, was Llint in the nobility thbrc 
wiis a. movement to Improve the court 
by making it ot a fixed side and 
covering it over to siielter it from "he 
■weather. Thus in later timos. tli're 
c.'i.mo to be a divergence between l.'v; 
so called "'roy.'tl'i tennis and the la^n'n 
tcnni.s — th.^ former was played in^;lde 
and the ball could be bounced off the 
ends or sides of the court, while t.he 
latter was on an open space. Pro 
fcssor Waugh stated that tho game of 
tennis .ns it i»; known now was only 
introducuil about sixty ycar.s ago; but 
the man w.ho drew up the. rnles at that 
time based Lhem largely on the histor- 
ical facts at his di.Mpo.ial. 

In i;9'.; there were In rnris t.hirte'-n 
makers of tennln balls, and only eight 
booksellers about tlio same pfriod a 
law w.tfl passed forbidding tho com- 
m-on people to play tennis save on 
Sundays. This gives somo idea of tho 
popularity t,hat the game enjoyed.
